COMMITTEE OF RESTRUCTURING- 

OTHER THAN ELECTING AMB DADZIE (GHANA) AS CHAIRMAN, 

WHOM THE US SUPPORTED, THE COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING PRODUCED 
ALMOST NOTHING OF VALUE. NO PROGRESS WAS MADE TOWARD ACTUALLY 
ORGANIZING OR DIRECTING THE COMMITTEE'S WORK, AND ALTHOUGH 
IT WAS AGREED TO ESTABLISH A WORKING GROUP WITH THE CHAIRMAN

INDIA, CANADA, SWEDEN, AUSTRALIA, YUGOSLAVIA, AND US
